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such dead bodies as are buried therein in the manner
specified in this act.

Skcriox 4. All and singular the provisions of the . Aathority of
city charter of the city of Madison. and all acts go extond over
amendatory thereof and suplementary thereto, and all Fore Hillcem
and singular the ordinances and police regulations of
said city, shall extend over and apply to said Forest
Hill Cemetery so far as it may Ee necessary to pro-
tect, improve and preserve the same and secure the
rights and interests of lot-owners therein, and the com-
mon council of said city shall have power and author-
ity to pass such further or other ordinances as shall
be necessary to accomplish the purposes in this sec-

“tion specified. :

Section 5. This act shall be liberally construed in Act to be
all courts and places, and shall take effect and be in liberallv con-
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 244.

AN ACT to leagalize the acts of the administrators of George H.
gnm 11111 laying out and platting an addition to the village of North
ontello.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrron 1. The acts of Josiah H. Dartt and Justus Actslegalized.
N. Dartt, administrators of the estate of George H.
Dartt, in laying out, platting, and recording an addi-
tion to the village of North Montello, on the south-
west quarter of section nine, town fifteen north, ran
.ten east, are hereby declared to be legal and valid for
all purposes.
SecrioN 2. This act shall take’effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
